| OLD TIME WAR METHODS. 


When Grant Was an Officer In General 
Taylor’s Army In Mexico. 

Ulysses S. Grant was a second 
lieutenant in the national army 
when General Taylor was sent to 
i the Mexican border to mobilize for 
the Mexican trouble in 1843. It 
| was by chance that Grant had his 
| first experience with Mexican bul- 
| lets. He was riding a horse far 
| from his regiment because he was 

curious to see the “front.” 

Just when he reached the front 
| the Mexicans opposing the Ameri- 
| cans began firing, and the nearest 
| American regiment was ordered to 
| charge. Grant, as he later related, 
did not have the moral courage to 
| turn back, so charged with the sol- 
diers. A number of men were kill- 
| ed, but Grant escaped injury. 
Shortly after he led his own regi- 
| ment at Palo Alto. The 3,000 men 
under General Taylor faced a much 
larger force of Mexicans. The two 
armies watched each other as both 
drew up in battle line. There were 
no trenches. The Mexican cannon 
ammunition was inferior to that 
used by the United States, and it 
was largely the superiority in artil- 
lery that permitted Taylor to sweep 
everything before him. 

Regarding the Palo Alto battle, 
General Grant in his memoirs said: 
“The Mexicans immediately opened 
fire upon us, first with artillery and 
| then with infantry. At first their 
| shots did not reach us, and the ad- 

vance was continued. As we got 
nearer the cannon balls commenced 
going through the ranks. They 
hurt no one, however, because they 
| would strike the ground long be- 
fore they reached our line, ard they 
ricocheted through the tall grass so 
slowly that the men would see them 
and open ranks to let them pass.” 

As for the flint lock muskets then 
|in use, General Grant said, “At a 
| distance of a few hundred yards a 
man might fire at you all day with- 
[out your finding it out.” — Wall 
Street Journal. 











Barbers’ Poles. 

Anciently barbers were surgeons, 
especially in cases of bleeding. ‘To 
assist this operation the patient 
used to grasp a staff or pole, which 
was always kept near the barber- 
surgeon. To this staff was tied a 
tape, which was used in bandaging 
the patient’s arm. When not in use 
the pole was hung outside as a sign 
of the work performed inside. Later 
a stick painted to represent the pole 
| was left in the doorway At first 
surgeons’ poles were painted with 
red and white stripes, with a brass 
knob or basin at the end, while 
mere barbers were required to have 
them white and blue. This statute 
was still in force in England in 
1297. The last barber-surgeon died 
in London in 1821, 











A Tree That Grows Dishes. 

There is a tree in the West In- 
dies that the natives say “grows 
dishes.” It looks like an apple tree. 
They cal] it the calabash. It bears 
| very queer leaves and large white 
| blossoms that grow right from the 
| trunk and larger branches. After 
| the flower comes the fruit, just as 
| our apples or peaches do. But this 
| fruit is in the shape of a gourd, only 
| stronger and very much larger, 
| sometimes a foot in diameter. ‘The 
| shell is so hard that all sorts of big 
| and little dishes and drinking cups 
| can be curved out of it. Even pots 
| 





and kettles are made and used over 
| the fire, but of course they cannot 
| last as long as our metal ones.— 
London Telegraph. 





Curious Custom. 
In Friesland, it seems, there is a 
| custom that the news of a birth or 
death is announced verbally by a 
man who calls at every house in the 
village for that purpose. If he 
brings the news of a birth he weary 
| white gloves; if of a death they are 
black. One day a child was born 
dead in a Friesian village. It was 
necessary that the usual announce- 
ment should be made, but in what 
colored gloves? The harbinger was 
a man of resource. He went his 
rounds wearing one white glove and 
one black one. 


Echoes. 

All echoes have some one place 
to which they are returned stronger 
and more distinct than to any oth- 
er, and that is always the place that 
lies at right angles with the object 
of repercussion and is not too near 
nor too far off. Buildings or naked 
rocks re-echo much more artistical- 
ly than hanging wood or vales, be- 
cause in the latter the voice is, as it 
were, entangled and embarrassed 
in the covert and weakened in the 
rebounds.

SAN FRANCISCO, —Miss Katherine Stinson of Texas made a 
fight from San Diego to San Francisco, a distance of 610 miles in 
nine hours and ten minutes. This is a world’s record. 


LONDON.—Churehill, minister of munitions, admitted in an 
address at Bedford that the situation is more serious now than 
three menths ago. He said that persons calling for a restatement 
of the war aims really meant to make peace with the Huns. 


LONDON. —Balfour told the House of Commons that a com- 
munication was received by Great Britain from Germany in Sep- 
tember in which it was stated that the German government would 
be glad to get into communication with the British government in 
regard to peace. The British replied that they were prepared to 
receive any communication the German government might decide 
to make, the same to be discussed by Britain and her Allies. The 
German governinment returned no reply. 


ROME.—Anstro-Germans, unable to obtain a foothold on the 
Aneross river are shifting to the mouth of the Piave. 


DENVER.—Judge Lindsey, the famous juvenile judge of this 
city, has gone to Washington in response te a summons from the 
President to consider assuming supervision of the orphan children 
of Belgium and France. 


WASHINGTON.—The President issued a proclamation reduc- 
ing the alcoholic contents of beer to two and three-auarter per cent. 


AMERICAN FLOTILLA IN BRITISH WATERS.—Comman- 
der Bagley, unconscious, was rescued by one of his seamen. He 
died later of exposure. 


PETROGRAD.—A letter addressed to the council of Nationa 
commissioners contains a threat to dynamite Smoly institute, head- 
quarters of the Bolsheviki, Thursday, if the soldiers and work- 
men’s deputies do not deprive the commissioners of authority.
